Drunkness I s No Crime 
In City of New Orleans 


NEW ORLEANS, April 25.—() 
Being befuddled and blotto is no 
crime in New Orleans, provided one 
is not disturbingly so, the city at- 
torney’s office ruled today after an 
exhaustive search of the statutes 
dealing with inebriation, 

The opinion was prepared at the 
request of the police department 
which had asked for guidance in the 
matter of handling plain drunks, 
asserting that there is a fine line 
between drunkenness and disturbing 
the peace or disorderly conduct. The 
opinion said in effect that one may 
stagger with immunity under the 
very eyes of a policeman, and that 
a drunk is not subjeet to arrest so 
long as he (or she) is mannerly. 

The city attorney declared that 
‘no such offense as simple intoxica-

THE NEW BANKRUPTCY RULES. 

On Monday new rules prescribed 
by the supreme court governing the 
handling sof bankruptcy cases be- 
came effective and are expected, to- 
gether with new forms authorized 
by the court for use in such cases, 
to relieve the operation of the 
bankruptcy law of much of the de- 
lay which has heretofore worked a 
hardship to both creditors and 
debtors. 

The new rules and forms will 
apply to all bankruptcy, farm re- 
lief and railroad reorganization pro- 
ceedings and_ effect sweeping 
changes in the administration of 
bankruptcy cases, the appointment

The receiver or trustee is 
required to make diligent inquiry into 
the connections of such attorney and 
his compensation may be denied if he 
fails to do his full duty in this re- 
spect. Exception is made, however, 
in railroad receivership proceedings, 
whereby attorneys of the mea@droad cor- 
poration, or associated MW legal 
department, in connectidn with the 
operation of the business of the rail- 
road by a trustee or trustees under 
the new act, may be employed where 
the court finds that to be in the pub- 
lic interest and not adverse to the in- 
terests of the trustees or the creditors 
of the railroad. 

The new rules and forms are pre- 
scribed by the supreme court for 
use in proceedings brought under 
the bankruptcy act recently passed 
by congress, and are designed to 
further reduce the losses and un- 
certainties incident to such litiga-

The delays incident to the final 
adjudication of bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings, stretching sometimes over 
periods of years, have frequently 
worked to the disadvantage of both 
creditors and debtors and, indirect- 
ly, to entire industries.

conducted with public hearings by a 
duly constituted body to determine 
whether county affairs have been hon- 
estly and efficiently administered to 
the end that a great saving be made 
of taxpayers’ money as recommended 
by the grand jury.” 

Provision is made by law for such 
an investigation to be conducted by a 
committee of representative citizens 
to be set up for that purpose with 
authority to subpoena and examine 
witnesses, and require the production 
of books and papers, the resolution 
states. 

While declaring that he has no s0- 
lution for the ills of government, Mr. 
Longino suggested abolition of the ad 
valorem tax and enactment of a sales 
tax, charging that the ad valorem 
tax is an unfair system of taxation. 
“We should have a special session of 
the legislature to relieve real estate,’ 
he said. 

Mr. Longino told the council how 
costs of government have mounted 
because of the economic _ situation, 
and said that the additional cost 1s 
being absorbed by the county with- 
out an increase in taxes.

COMMONS IGNORES 
JUNE 13 PAYMENT 


Chamberlain’s B ud g et 
Makes No Provision for 
Installment Due U. S. 


By H. H. ROMER. 

LONDON, April 25.—(4)—Chan- 

cellor of the Exchequer Neville Cham- 
berlain today presented to the house 
of commons the British government's 
1933-1934 budget which was balanced 
on orthodox lines but which made no 
provision for the American war debt 
payment due in June. 
_ In failing to provide for the com- 
ing payment, the chancellor followed 
the same course as last year, when 
the December installment was paid 
despite the fact that the Lausanne 
agreement canceled England’s_ re- 
ceipts from reparations and war debts 
due her. . 

These the British government had 
balanced against the payments to the 
United States. 

In a statement in this regard, Mr. 
Chamberlain said: 

“In 1933-34 we should, under the 
agreement with the United States gov- 
ernment, be liable to pay $193,500,000, 
the equivalent at the rate of 
change last Saturday, of 51,000,000 
pounds. 

“Against this we should receive in 
reparations 32,500,000 pounds, in al- 
lied war debts 19,500,000 pounds and 
in dominion war debts, relief debts, 
etc., 12,500,000 pounds, making a to- 
tal of 64,500,000 pounds. 

“It must be obvious that none of 
these figures, whether they represent 
assets or liabilities, can be said yet 
to be in a fixed or final form. 

“Therefore, I propose this year to| 
adopt the same procedure as I did 
last year and to make no provision 
for payments to America or receipts 
from other countries to ourselves.” 

The chancellor's speech to the 
house was devoid of any unexpected 
or sensational features. 


$79,950,000 INSTALLMENT 
WILL BE DUE ON JUNE 15 
WASHINGTON, April 25.—(?)— 
The amount due from Great Britain 
—- its war debt June 15 is $75,950,- 


The largest single debtor to the 
United States, Great Britain, on De- 
cember 15 paid an installment of $95,- 
550,000. Its total now owed and 
funded over a long period of years is 
$4,499,520,000. 

The failure to include provision for 
payment in the budget was noted with 
interest but without serious concern 
in official circles here. It was point- 
ed out that the currency inflation bill 
now before the senate, by a _ provi- 
sion allowing up to $100,000,000 on 
the debts to be -accepted in silver, 
would enable the entire June 15 pay- 
ment to be met in that way without 
any burden on the British taxpayer 
by a simple transfer of silver already 
held in British India.

Bertrand de Jouvehel, writing in 
the newspaper Republique, said it is 
essential that France, Great Britain 
and the United States adopt a con- 
certed monetary policy.

nance Minister Bonnet’s expressed 
hope for a return to gold by all coun- 
tries as soon as possible “limits ter- 
ribly” the economie conversations now 
in progress in Washington. 
_ Former Finance Minister Reynaud, 
in an article in the newspaper L’In- 
formation, asked whether France 
would be able to remain isolated on 
the gold standard should the dollar 
sink low enough gravely to handicap 
the French export trade. 

“All experts have unceasingly pro- 
claimed that monetary unstability is 
one of the primary causes of the 
crisis,’ M. Bonnet said, “and one of 
the principal objects of the world eco- 
nomic conference has been to remedy 
that.

Meanwhile, the French cabinet 
took the stand that speedy stabiliza- 
tion of currencies is essential to res- 
toration of confidence and as a basis 
for world recovery.
